Reading Failure Warps Child. 


"Remedial reading" is one more in- 


strument to reclaim the delinquent 
child now used successfully by New 
York City schools. 


George H. Chatfield, Director of At- 


:endance and Child Welfare, says that 
'no small portion of cases of delin- 
quency and social and emotional mal- 
adjustment may be traced to frustra- 
ion originally caused by difficulty or 
failure in the'early stages of reading." 


The result-"of the new individual 


coaching, sympathetic approach and 
special handling in the few years of 
experimentation is rather amazing, to 
judge by the report submitted by the 
board. Children who never could read 
at all have made incerdible progress, 
and the .resulting effect on character 
has been marked. 


Let us leave it here and go on to 


discuss "reading" as a subject and 
the resulting loss of confidence in the 
child who cannot master it. 


Loss of Self Esteem 


I believe that no other study causes 


loss of-self-esteem in the young child 
as much as failure to read aloud'well 
in class.

»:ections of industries write their own 
code Vii.-ki:ls. 


"Would it be seriously contendec 


that congress could delegate its leg- 
islative authority to trade or indus- 
trial associations or 'groups so as to 
empower them to enact the laws they 
deem to be wise and beneficent for 
the rehabilitation and expansion of 
their trades or industries?" the court 
asked, as if to dismiss the idea as ab- 
surd.
